that the Interstate commerce Com- 
mission's rates were conflscatory. 


"On this petition considerable tes- 


timony was introduced on both sides, 
the court finally finding an affirma- 
tion of the commission's order. From 
this ruling the road appealed to th 
supreme court 


"The decision on June 8 reverse 


the order of th* lower court on th 
grounds that the failure of the Inter 
state Commerce Commission to tak 
testimony was fatal, and it» order wi 
therefore void.

Geiger drug- store in which had been 
frozen by C. O. Ashby of the Asby. 
Bunnell Engineering Co. of Jackson- 
ville a very pretty spray, of bougaln- 
villea, and which attracted much at- 
tention in the crystal clearness of the 
ice. Mr. Ashby has been here for the 
past few -days 'making the test for the 
Ormond Supply company. 


The plant is one of the latest de- 


signs In 
mechanical 
refrigeration, 


built by the Arctic Ice Machine com- 
pany of Canton, O., and is known as 
the Arctlc-Pownall Raw Water system. 
The water is taken direct from the 
well, filtered and put into cans, then 
frozen into 300-pound blocks. The ca- 
pacity of the plant is three tons per 
day, freezing at a temperature of 8 
degrees above zero. The ice produced 
under this system is absolutely pure 
and 'transparent, without any 
core 


whatever, and is far superior to the 
distilled water ice. The plant is oper- 
ated by a 15-h. p. Fairbanks-Morse oil 
engine; 
is equipped with 
electric 


lights and is one of the most modern, 
up-to-date ice manufacturing plants in 
the country. The citizens of Ormond 
may well be proud of Mr. Bostrotn's 
efforts In serving them and wish him 
success in all his industrial under- 
takings. We understand that his next 
move for Ormond is an electric light 
plant. 
This project has 
been pre- 


sented to the council and is now un- 
der their consideration. 
It will no 


doubt be approved and the lights in 
operation by November 1st. 'A few 
more citizens like Mr. Bostrom is 
what Ormond needs.

The action ot the state pardoning 


board at the meeting last week in re- 
fusing to grant the application for a 
pardon for Henry J. Smith, sentenced 
by the criminal court of Volusia 
county in 1911 to Serve five .years on 
the charge of assisting a state pris- 
oner to escape, recalls again the case 
of Robert Kelley, one ot the most 
hardened, fearless and noted crim- 
inals with which the state of Florida 
has had to deal. 


Kelley is now serving his time (life 


sentence) in the convict camp of the 
DeLeon Naval Stores company on the 
DeLand-Daytona road, and he is the 
most closely guarded and carefully 
watched convict in the camp.

guards of the camp are taking no 
chances on another escape by this 
slippery criminal. 


It is stated by officers who "have 


DeLand to stand trial for assisting 
Kelley to escape. Smith said Kelley 
and he had planned to get away from 
Vampa on a steamer, but that Kelley 
had taken what money he (Smith) 
had, and had then given him the slip 
and disappeared, leaving Smith pen- 
niless In Tampa.

For instance, 
Cologne is spelled and pronounced 
Koln, with two dots over the o. What 
we call Munich is known to Germans 
as Munchen, pronounced with a chew- 
Jig sound. 


The capital of the Austria-Hun- 


garian monarchy has a population of 
over two millions, and was

two thousand years 
ago by the 


Romans. There are several thousand 
historical wonders in Europe and 
Vienna is one of them. The Rings- 
trasse (meaning circular street) Is a 
drive that circles the city and on it 
are located many of the prominent 
buildings. A short distance from the 
heart of the city Is the imperial sum- 
mer residence, "Schonbrunn," -with its 
vonderful park and zoological gardens 
at present maintained by Emperor 
Francis Joseph for the benefit of the 
mblic. The most remarkable feature 
if this park, perhaps, is that all trees 
are trimmed so that the tops form a 
quare and you can run your eye along 
a line of the trees and all the tops are 
ymmetrical. It is said that the trees 
are thus trained in their infancy and

The escape was made during the 


early winter months of 1911. Kelley 
was serving with the other prisoners 
In the turpentine camp and during the 
forenoon complained of being unwell. 
He was ordered back to the camp and 
Smith, as guard, was sent to the camp 
with the prisoner. 
Preparations had 


previously been made by both Kelley 
and Smith for this circumstance and 
that morning Smith ha,d 
worn two 


suits of clothes when the prisoners 
weofe taken out of the woods. Instead 
of going to the camp with the pris- 
oner, Smith took Kelley part of the 
way and then the two took to the 
woods. 


When well out ot sight of the guards 


Kelley removed his prisoner's garb 
and put on one of the two suits worn 
by Smith and the two set out to make 
the West Coast with the idea of taking 
a steamer from Tampa for South 
America. They had not proceeded far 
into the woods before Kelley took the 
rifle carried by Smith and ordered the 
guard to take the lead. After Kelley's 
capture he laughingly told 
how he 


fully expected to kill Smith when he 
took the rifle from him, but kept put- 
ting off the murder until he Anally 
decided to let the guard live, as he 
might have occasion to,uae him to ad- 
vantage. Kelley spoke ot Smith as a 
"poor, simple fool," and wondered why 
he dldnf kill him as he Intended.' 


The escape of the convict and the 


disappearance of the guard were dis- 
covered several hours later and a 
search wa» Immediately started. The 
country was thoroughly searched, but 
no trace of either man was found for 
about three weeks, when Smith was 
located In Tampa and brought back to

By many Vienna is considered a city 


of more than ordinary interest, but I 
must confess that I was less impressed 
with it than any other great city which 
we visited. 


Leaving Vienna we rode through 


the picturesque "Vienna Woods," and 
along the "Blue" Danube, which, by 
the way, is any color but blue and 
appeared to me to be more of a muddy 
brown. After riding on the Imperial 
train a distance ot 210 miles we ar- 
rived at 


SALZBURG 


situated on both banks of the River 
Salzbach. 
Salzburg Is regarded as 


one ot the most beautifully situated 
cities in Austria, and probably has 
more historical points of interest than 
even Vienna. 
Most of the existing 


chief buildings are survivors of the 
times of archbishops of the seven 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, fre- 
quent conflagrations having destroyed 
others. 


The most interesting place to visit 


at Salzburg is 
Hohen Salzburg, a 


lofty fortress reached in modern days 
by a steep incline railway. This fort- 
ress was built away back in 1077, and 
bears the distinction of never having 
been captured by assault, although the 
town was in early days the scene of 
almost constant 
warfare. 
The salt 


mines and the ecclesiastical govern- 
ment were two main factors which 
have left their mark <on the history 
of the city. Even in prehistoric days 
the salt mines were actively worked. 


Mozart, the great musical composer, 


was born In Salzburg, January 27, 
1766, and the house in which he first 
saw the light of day Is preserved as 
a museum. The 
museum contains 


many relics of Mourt, Including his 
two pianos and even his akull. The 
musty place Is worth a visit,, espec- 
ially to one Interested In music, as 
Mozart Is considered the premier of 
all composers, and the city of Salzburg

wee little republic that has for its 
national emblem a design similar to 
the red cross flag but wth the colors 
transposed. 
Leaving Munich In the 


morning a daylight ride through the 
picturesque Bavarian Alps made Lin- 
dau our destination, thence' a delight- 
ful sail of an hour across Lake'Con- 
stance landed us on Swiss soil. Con- 
tinuing by rail, a total distance of 270 
miles from Munich and we were at 


LUCERNE 


a city that I would like to visit again 
and the one that impressed me as 
favorable as any we visited during the 
initiation to membership in the "When 
I Wa» In Europe Club." 
Lucerne 


overlooks the beautiful Lake of Four 
Cantons in the midst of Alpine scen- 
erv. At Lucerne you have a restful 
feeling and may feast your eyes on 
mountain peaks, on placid lakes and 
on quaint city scenes, whose story 
has penetrated the uttermost parts of 
the earth. 


The first day we were In Lucerne 


was devoted to a sail across the lake 
to Vltxnau and thence by cog-wheel 
rialway to the summit of Mount Rigi. 
Here you may snowball to your heart's 
content, the ground being always 
covered with its blanket of white. 
Switzerland 
has 


mountain railways and the Rigibahn 
(Rlgl Railway) Is one of them. 


One of your evenings, at least, in 


Lucerne should be devoted to a visit 
to the municipal casino. This Is the 
rendezvous ot the townspeople and 
tourists. You must 
remember that 


there Is a deficit of $100,000,000 be- 
tween the exports and Imports of this 
little republic and this deficit Is made 
up by tourists, most of them Ameri- 
cans. At the casino is the municipal 
gambling house. All larger cities of 
Switterland have their own gambling 
establishments, conducted under strict 
regulations. 
At the Lucerne casino 


you may play a game similar to rou- 
lette, lotting one or five franca. Five 
frafM* *MM to tm the limit and ev«n 


at this you can lose your money fait 
enough for I should judge the gamb- 
ling establishment furnishes much of 
the revenue to pay the running ex- 
penses of the city of Lucerne. This 
statement is merely a conclusion on 
my part, however, and may be an in 
pustice to the people of that attractive 
city. I watched the games rather 
closely one evening and should Judge 
that the house was raking in about 3 
per cent, of the play. 


In connection with this it might be 


appropog to say that a franc is the 
equivalent ot about 20 cents In our 
money. Belgium, Switzerland, Aus 
tria, France and Italy have the same 
monetary system. The unit being a 
franc, except in Austria where it is 
called a krone, and Italy where it is 
a lire. This monetary unit is made 
up of 100 centimes (in Austria they are 
hellers). The money of the five coun- 
tries mentioned passes current In any 
of the countries under an agreement 
known as the monetary alliance. In 
Germany the monetary unit is a mark 
(equivalent to 26 cents) composed of 
100 pfennige. All European countries 
except Great Britain use the decimal 
system in their currency. The British, 
however, seem to have no particular 
system and the money of that country 
bothers a foreigner more than 
the 


money of any other European country. 
Ycfi eve | have trouble in spending it 
for you are generally compelled to 
ask a Britisher the price of an article 
several times before you fully under- 
stand him Just by way of digression 
I will remark that you have no trouble 
in spending your a.oney In France, 
especially Paris. 
The Parisians al- 


ways seem to know when an American 
is coming and they are laying for him 
with a jimmy and all other known con- 
trivances to extract money from him 


This currency discussion has some- 


what slid me out of Switzerland, but 
returning to the gambling house at 
l-.ucerne, you win once in awhile meet 
a man who thinks America is a coun- 
try of wonderful personal 
freedom 


The people of Switzerland, I bplipve, 
are allowed more personal freedom 
than any other civilized country in the 
world, and the little republic seems 
to be prospering. Tourists like resorts 
where they are not hampered by laws 
enacted with intent to change 
the 


morals of a community and the people 
of Switzerland seem to believe it bet- 
ter to legalize many things that are 
taboed in some places rather than 
have laws forbidding, but a moral at- 
mosphere upholding contrary to the 
laws. 
This is true of the beer and 


wine traffic In Switzerland as it is in 
Germany and elsewhere in Europe. 


The Glazier gardens, the old bridges 


and the Lion of Lucerne are all Hvorth 
a visit 
The glazier gardens are a 


natural formation as the name sign! 
fles; the old bridges are the remains 
of feudal days. The Lion of Lucerne 
is an immense monument hewn from 
the solid rock and was designed in 
memory of the Swiss guards who fell 
in Paris in 1792 while defending the 
Tuileries. 


The lake of the Four Forest Can- 


tons, or the Lake of Lucerne, is one 
of the most picturesque lakes imagin- 
able, with Its towering mountains on 
all sides. It is about 25 miles long 
and averages three miles in width. 
Owing to the violent storms which 
suddenly burst over the lake its navi- 
gation is dangerous. There are many 
little side trips about Lucerne that 
will keep a viattor busy for many days 
and the general atmosphere ot the city 
impresses one 
There is some com- 


bination of something about the place 
that somehow gives you a desire to 
return and see more of Lucerne and 
the rest of the little republic that has 
no use for warships. 


Leaving Lucerne the journey to 


Brienze across the Brunlg Pass is one 
of the most picturesquely wonderful 
mountain rides in the world, and the 
sail over the beautiful Lake Brienze to 


INTKRLAKEN 


is replete with scenic beauty. Inter- 
laken is situated, In the grandest scen- 
ery of the Alps. The majestic "Jung- 
frau" rises heavenward in her dazzling 
shroud of eternal snow. There are 
from Interlakon a half dozen splendid 
naif-day mountain trips. An electric 
railway will take you well up to the 
summit of the Jungfrau, although it Is 
considered unsafe to continue the road 
further than it now goes so treacher- 
ous is the "young lady of the pink 
morning robe" 
You should visit 


Trummelbach falls, a roaring, seething 
volume of water that rushes through 
the gorges of a mountain bearing the 
same name. A tunnel has been cut In 
the mountain and through this an ele- 
vator carries you upward several hun- 
dred feet. 
The gorges have been ar- 


ranged with lights of various colors so 
that the places looks as one might con- 
ceive a reproduction of hell after read- 
Ing Dante's Inferno. 


Wood carving Is the great winter 


Industry of the Swiss peasants and 
everywhere you go in Switzerland you 
will see objects of carved wood offered 
for sale. 


Leaving Interlaken, and passing an 


hour or two at Berne, the capital of 
the republic, we started on our last 
continental lap, a distance of 478 miles

COTTONY 
CUSHION 
SCALE 


By J. R. Watson, Agricultural Experiment Station 


This insect gets its name from>the 


fluted white, cottony, egg-sac of the 
female. It is a native of Australia, 
from whence it was introduced into 
California in 18C8. By 3880 
it had 


spread into the orange section of 
southern California, where it proved 
to 
be such a pest as to seriously 


threaten the existence of the citrus in- 
dustry- It was finally conquered by 
introducing from Australia an enemy, 
a lady-beetle. 


The Insect was imported from Cal- 


fornia into Florida near Clearwater, 
n 1898. While it has never been 
as serious a menace here as In Cal- 
ifornia, it has caused a good deal of 
damage about Clearwater until the 
Australian lady-beetle was 
brought 


lere also. 


Until found by the writer In Tampa 


in January, 1912, it had not been re- 
lorted except on the sub-peninsula. 
Since that time it has been spreading 
rapidly, and is now found pretty well 
over citru's Florida from Bradentown 
on the south to Leesburgih and Cit- 
rus county on the north, and well in- 
o Osceola county on the east. It 
also occurs at Key West. 


In view of the past history1 of the 


pest, it is urged that the grower who 
iuds 
it 
in his trees take ener- 


getic measures to control it. 
If un- 


checked, it is capable of killing the 
rees outright. 
Control— 


It can be controlled by spraying. 


The heavy oils, which are used 
so 


extensively against the whitefiy and 
purple scale, are 
good, as is also 


ime-sulphur. 
As in the case of 


mealy bugs it is important to have 
a good pressure. 


On a few dooryard trees, a fre 


luent washing with some strong soap 
olution may prove effective. 
The only permanent and satisfac- 
cry method of controlling this scale 
n a large grove, is by the. fntrbTduc- 
ion of the Australian 
lady-beetle 


Vedalia.) 
This is famous among en- 


omogolists as the most succefiful at 
empt on record of combating an in- 
iect by the importation of an enemy. 
t was imported into California 
in 


'8 and quickly subdued the scale, 


n 1898 it was brought to Clearwater, 
Florida, by the experiment station, 
t has lived there ever since and has 
)een introduced from there into sev- 
eral localities in Florida. (The writer 
s usually in touch with growers from 


OAK HILL 


whom the lady-beetles can be 
ob- 


tained, and will supply this informa- 
tion upon request.) 
The insect is 


much smaller than most of our na- 
tive lady-beetles, being only one- 
eighth inch in length. It is of a car- 
dinal-red color, spotted and fringed 
with black. Th« larva, .which also 
feeds on the cottony cushion scale, 
is likewise red. 


Our 
native 
twice-stabfc«d 
lady- 


beetle does good work here in Flori- 
da against this, as well as other 
scales, but cannot be depended up- 
on to control it as can the Vedalia. 
Appearance— 


The cottony cushion scale itself 


la brown In color and has much the 
appearance of a soft scale. When 
the egg-laying period arrives, the fe- 
male forms a large mass of cotton 
which elevates the posterior portion 
of her body until she almost stands 
on 
her 
head. This soft, cottony, 


cushion, in which the 500 or 800 eggs 
are laid may reach a length of near- 
ly a half inch, and is ridged length- 
ways. The adults are usually found 
en the bark of the tree, limbs or 
twigs; but the young frequent, the 
leaves, ^specially along the sides of 
the midrib. The young look much 
like those of the mealy bug, but when 
crushed they leave a red stain. Both 
old and young have the mealy-bug 
habit of hiding in crevises and forks 
of twigs. 


Besides citrus, the insects 
are 


partial to roses. The careless ship- 
ping of cuttings about the state is 
probably responsible for the 
rapid 


spread of the insect. It is abundant 
also on the wormwood, myrtle, mul- 
berry, 
and 
other 
weeds 
and or- 


namentals. 


Melon growers at Inverness

upon which a conviction is founded. 


"The purpose of the statute is to 


prescribe the amount of compensation 
of the officer. He is not to receive one- 
fourth of the amount collected in one 
case, and three-fourths of the amount 
collected in the other case; but he is 
to receive a sumt equal to one-fourth 
of the amount collected in one case, 
and a sum equal to three-fourths of 
the amount collected in the other case. 


"It will be noted, also, that the com- 


pensation prescribed is a sum which 
is equal to a fractional part of the 
amount collected.

The plant is one of the latest de- 


signs in 
mechanical 
refrigeration, 


built by the Arctic Ice Machine com- 
pany of Canton, O., and is known as 
the Arctlc-Pownall Raw Water system 
The water is taken direct from the 
well, filtered and put into cans, then 
frozen into 300-pound blocks. The ca- 
pacity of the plant is three tons per 
day, freezing at a temperature of 8 
degrees above zero. The ice produced 
under this system is absolutely pure 
and 'transparent, without any 
core 


whatever, and is far superior to the 
distilled water ice. The plant is oper- 
ated by a 15-h. p. Fairbanks-Morse oil 
engine; is equipped with 
electric 


lights and is one of the most modern, 
up-to-date Ice manufacturing plants in 
the country. The citizens of Ormond 
may well be proud of Mr. Bostrom's 
efforts in serving them and wish him 
success in all his industrial 
under- 


takings. We understand that his next 
move for Ormond is an electric light 
plant.

Kelley Is now serving his time (life 


sentence) in the convict camp of the 
DeLeon Naval Stores company on the 
DeLand-Daytona road, and he is the 
most closely guarded and carefully 
watched convict in the camp. 
The 


guards of the camp are taking no 
chances on another escape by this 
slippery criminal. 


DeLand to stand trial for assisting 
Kelley to escape. Smith said Kelley 
and he had planned to get away from 
Vampa on a steamer, but that Kelley 
had taken what money he (Smith) 
had, and had then given him the slip 
and disappeared, leaving Smith pen- 
niless in Tampa. Smith believed Kel- 
ley had gone to South America as he 
had originally planned. 


The search for Kelley was continued 


and a number of blind tips were fol- 
lowed with no results, until he was 
finally located working as a deckhand 
on a barge in Cienfuegos, Cuba. He 
was arrested, brought back to Volusia 
county and again placed in the camp 
on the DeLand-Daytona road to con- 
tinue his sentence. The officer who 
brought the fugitive back took no 
chances on escapes and kept handcuffs

When well out of sight of the guards 


Kelley removed his prisoner's garb 
and put on one of the two suits worn 
by Smith and the two set out to make 
the West Coast with the idea of taking 
a steamer from Tampa 
for 
South 


America. They had not proceeded far 
into the woods before Kelley took the 
rifle carried by Smith and ordered the 
guard to take the lead. After Kelley's 
capture he laughingly told 
how he 


fully expected to kill Smith when he 
took the rifle from him, but kept put- 
ting off the murder until he finally 
decided to let the guard live, ai he 
might have occasion to,use him to ad- 
vantage. Kelley spoke of Smith as a 
"poor, simple fool," and wondered why 
he dldnf kill him as he Intended.' 


The escape of the convict and the 


disappearance of the guard were dis- 
covered several hours later and a 
search was Immediately started. The 
country w,«* thoroughly searched, but 
no trace of either man was found for 
about three weeks, when Smith was 
located In Tampa and brought back to 
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wood avenue.

It was conquered by Char- d,tmnl,ty as a "s"1,t °* the Franco 
lemagne about 791, became the capital 
of the Margraviate of Austria about 
1142, a free imperial city in 1237; It 
was besieged by Solyman In 1629, by 
Kara Mustapha In 1683, and was occu- 
pied by Napoleon November 13, 1805, 
and May 12, 1809. 


By many Vienna Is considered a city 


of more than ordinary interest, but I 
must confess that I was less impressed 
with it than any other great city which 
we visited.

more historical points of interest than 
even Vienna.

quent conflagrations having destroyed 
others. 


The most interesting place to visit 


at Salzburg Is 
Hohen Salzburg, a 


lofty fortress reached in modern days 
by a steep incline railway. This fort- 
ress was built away back in 1077, and 
bears the distinction of never having 
been captured by assault, although the 
town was In early days the scene ol 
almost constant 
warfare. 
The salt 


mines and the ecclesiastical govern- 
ment were two main factors which 
have left their mark <on the history 
of the city. Even in prehistoric days 
the salt mines were actively worked. 


Mozart, the great musical composer, 


was born In Salzburg, January 27, 
1766, and the house In which he first 
saw the light of day Is preserved as 
a museum. The 
museum contains 


many relics of Mozart, Including his 
two pianos and even his skull. The 
musty place Is worth a visit,, espec- 
ially to one Interested in music, as 
Mozart Is considered the premier of 
all composers, and the city of Salzburg 
Is deservedly proud that he saw tit to 
be born there. At Salaburg the Alps 
begin to show consplcuuously but they 
Increase In magnificence as you pro- 
ceed 168 miles further to the last stop 
we made in Austria, the city of

I Was In Europe Club." 
Lucerne 


overlooks the beautiful Lake of Four 
Cantons In the midst of Alpine scen- 
ery. At Lucerne you have a restful 
feeling and may feast your eyes on 
mountain peaks, on placid lakes and 
on quaint city scenes, whose story 
has penetrated the uttermost parts of 
the earth. 


The first day we were In Lucerne 


was devoted to a sail across the lake 
to Vltxnau and thence by cog-wheel 
rialway to the summit of Mount Rlgi.

'an amount equal to one-fourth of all 
fines and penalties collected in the 
county,' which are Imposed for viola- 
tions of any game or fish law of this 
state, in cases in which he does not 
furnish the evidence upon which a con- 
viction is founded, and at 'an amount 
equal to three-fourths of all fines and 
penalties collected In 
the 
county,' 


which are Imposed for violations of 
any game or fish law of this state, in 
cases where he furnishes the evidence 
upon which a conviction is founded. 


"The purpose of the statute is to 


prescribe the amount of compensation 
of the officer. He Is not to receive one- 
fourth of the amount collected in one 
case, and three-fourths of the amount 
collected in the other case; but he Is 
to receive a sumt equal to one-fourth 
of the amount collected in one case, 
and a sum equal to three-fourths of 
the amount collected in the other case.
